Scrutiny of Rove Intensifies 


White House won’t comment on adviser’s role in CIA leak 


WASHINGTON I For the better part of two 
years, the word coming out of the Bush 
White House was that presidential adviser 
Karl Rove had nothing to do with the leak 
of a female CIA officer’s identity and that 
whoever did would be fired. 

But Bush spokesman Scott McClellan 
wouldn’t repeat those claims Monday in the 
face of Rove’s own lawyer, Robert Luskin, 
acknowledging the political operative spoke 
to Matthew Cooper of Time magazine, one of 


the reporters who disclosed 
Valerie Flame’s name. 

McClellan repeated- 
ly said he couldn’t com- 
ment because the mat- 
ter is under investigation. 

When it was pointed out 
he had commented pre- 
viously even though the investigation was 
ongoing, he responded: “I’ve really said all 
I’m going to say on it.” 


Democrats jumped on the issue, calling for 
the administration to fire Rove, or at least to 
yank his security clearance. One Democrat 
pushed for Republicans to hold a congressional 
hearing in which Rove would testify. 

The Rove disclosure was an embarrass- 
ment for a White House that prides itself on 
not leaking to reporters. It also left in doubt 
whether Bush would carry out his promise to 
fire anyone found to have leaked the CIA oper- 
ative’s identity. Rove is one of Bush’s closest 
confidants — the man Bush has described as 
the architect of his re-election, peteyost(ap)

U.S. May Pull Back 
Iraq Troops in ’06 


Many in Gulf Coast 
relieved, but villages 
face heavy damage 

NAVARRE BEACH, FLA. I The first hard 
look at the spot where Hurricane 
Dennis rolled ashore revealed a 
messy patchwork of buckled roads, 
tattered roofs, downed power lines 
and washed-out beaches — damage 
accepted by storm-weary residents 
as mercifully moderate. 

The situation was consider- 
ably worse in flooded villages and 
rural towns that may have provided 


a glimpse of the possible misery to 
come as the hurricane’s remnants 
sweep through the South. 

“It’s total devastation,” said 
Steve Dunbar, who stood in muck 
left behind when chest- deep choco- 
late-brown water filled his tavern 
and the rest of the tiny fishing vil- 
lage of St. Marks, 175 miles east of 
where 120 -mph Dennis roared 
ashore Sunday afternoon. 

The town of 325 people had been 
known as one of Florida’s most sce- 
nic spots, where tourists could sit on 
the porch of the famed Posey’s Oyster 
Bar, drink a few beers and watch the 


sun set over the fishing fleet. 

Now its handful of restaurants, 
taverns, the post office and lone gro- 
cery store were filled with water and 
mud from the receding floods, the 
electricity was out, and the streets 
were littered with beer coolers, 
tables, chairs and even a bar. 

As Dennis moved north and 
became a tropical depression, it 
dumped anywhere from 3 to 8 inch- 
es of rain over Alabama, Mississippi 
and Georgia, and was expected to 
continue causing the threat of flood- 
ing and tornadoes as it stalled over 
the Ohio Valley, allen g. breed (ap)

WASHINGTON! Major reductions in 
U.S. troop levels in Iraq next year 
appear increasingly likely, although 
Pentagon officials said Monday it 
is too early to predict the specific 
size and timing. 

The Pentagon is eager to pull 
some of its 135,000 troops out of 
Iraq in 2006, partly because the 
counterinsurgency is stretching the 
Army and Marine Corps perilously 
thin as casualties mount and partly 
because officials believe the presence 
of a large U.S. force is generating tacit 
support for anti-American violence. 

Bryan Whitman, a senior 
Pentagon spokesman, declined 
to comment directly on a leaked 
British military assessment that 
raises the possibility of drastically 
cutting British troop strength in 


Iraq by the end of next year as well 
as sharply cutting the overall num- 
ber of U.S. and allied troops by the 
middle of next year to 66,000. 

“It’s not for me to speculate on 
when there might be a reduction 
in U.S. forces,” he said, adding that 
U.S. officials have said repeatedly 
that their goal is to begin reductions 
in 2006 if conditions permit, (ap) 


ARMY NATIONAL GUARD 
MISSES RECRUITING GOAL 

The Army National Guard, a cor- 
nerstone of the U.S. force in Iraq, 
missed its recruiting goal for at 
leastthe ninth straight month in 
June and is nearly 19,000 soldiers 
below its authorized strength, 
military officials said Monday. 

The Army Guard was seeking 
5,032 new soldiers in June, but 
signed up only 4,337, a 13 percent 
shortfall, according to Pentagon 
statistics released Monday.

Man, Toddler Die 
In L.A. Shootout 


Police chief defends 
officers who returned 
fire at armed suspect 

LOS ANGELES I A toddler was shot 
and killed when her intoxicated 
father used her as a shield dur- 
ing a fiery gunbattle with police 
following a standoff that lasted 
three hours, authorities said. 

Los Angeles Police ChiefWilliam 
Bratton said Monday that his officers 
were well within department policy 
when they shot car wash owner Jose 
Raul Lemos on Sunday. Lemos, who 
had fired at the officers, also was 
killed; an officer was shot in the 
shoulder but was expected to recover. 

“You aren’t going to stand there 
with somebody shooting at you,” 


Bratton said. “The person respon- 
sible for any loss of life ... was the 
individual who held his child out as 
a shield and continued to shoot.” 

The 19 -month-old child’s moth- 
er, Lorena Lopez, said she pleaded 
with officers to hold their fire. 

“He had problems with depres- 
sion, his business was not doing 
well,” Lopez told KNBC-TV. “I 
told them that he needed help, he 
needs a psychologist, but please 
don’t shoot. They didn’t understand, 
and the police fired, like, 300 shots.” 

Autopsies will determine wheth- 
er the bullet that killed the toddler 
was fired by police or her father. A 
police spokesman said 11 officers 
fired during the standoff, but it was 
not immediately known how many 
shots they took, tim molloy (ap)

Officials Raise London Death Toll 



Police say bombings 
claimed 52 lives as 
Blair promises justice 

LO N D 0 N I Police raised the death toll 
in London’s terrorist bombings to 
52 on Monday as workers contin- 
ued the gruesome task of combing 
twisted wreckage for more bodies. 
Prime Minister Tony Blair promised 
a “vigorous and intense” manhunt to 
bring the attackers to justice. 

As authorities identified the first 
of the victims — a 53-year-old mar- 
ried mother of two — millions of 
Londoners rode subways and buses 
to and from work, tense but intent 
on resuming their routines. 

“We won’t let a small group of 
terrorists change the way we live,” 
London’s mayor, Ken Livingstone, 
said defiantly. 


In a somber address to the 
House of Commons, his first since 
last Thursday’s attacks, Blair said 
it seemed probable that Islamic 
extremists were responsible for 
what he denounced as a “murder- 
ous carnage of the innocent.” 


No specific intelligence could 
have prevented the strikes, he 
said. 

Officials raised the confirmed 
death toll, which had stood at 49, 
to 52 as workers continued search- 
ing for corpses in mangled subway

Also Monday, rescuers report- 
ed finding the body of a U.S. Navy 
SEAL, the last to be accounted for 
from a four-man special forces unit 
that disappeared after a June 28 
ambush in the rugged mountains 
in the east of the country.

30,000 gather to recall ’95 massacre of Muslims 


SREBRENICA, BOSNIA-HERZEGOVINAI 
Women wept Monday as they 
finally buried husbands and sons 
10 years after Europe’s worst mas- 
sacre since World War II — funer- 
als made possible by the excavation 
of mass graves of victims killed by 
Bosnian Serb forces. 

An extraordinary gathering of 
30,000 people — including the Serb 
president — came to Srebrenica to 
mark the somber anniversary. 

To the sound of Muslim prayers 
echoing across a sprawling green 
valley, family members wandered 
among 610 caskets of the most 


recently identified victims of the 
July 11, 1995, massacre, in which 
some 8,000 Muslim men and boys 
were killed. 

They were buried beside 1,330 
existing graves at a memorial cem- 
etery across from an abandoned car 
battery factory that was the wartime 
base for Dutch U.N. soldiers. 

The Dutch were supposed to 
protect Srebrenica — a designat- 
ed U.N. safe zone from Serb attacks 
during the 1992-95 Bosnian war. 
But outmanned and outgunned, 
the Dutch mission watched as 
Srebrenica’s men and boys were 


separated from the women and led 
away to be slain and dumped into 
shallow graves that are still being 
discovered a decade later. 

World leaders offered apologies 
Monday and called for the arrest of 
top war crimes fugitives, Bosnian 
Serb leader Radovan Karadzic and 
military commander Ratko Mladic, 
and their extradition to the U.N. 
war crimes tribunal in The Hague, 
Netherlands. 

“It is the shame of the interna- 
tional community that this evil 
took place under our noses,” British 
Foreign Secretary Jack Straw said. 
“I bitterly regret this and I’m deeply 
sorry for it.” dusan stojanovic (ap) 


Report Says 6.5M 
South Africans 
Could Have HIV 

JOHANNESBURG, SOUTH AFRICA | 
More than 6.5 million of South 
Africa’s 47 million people could 
be infected with HIV, according 
to a government report released 
Monday, a sharp increase from 
previous estimates. 

A 2004 Health Department sur- 
vey of more than 16,000 pregnant 
women indicated between 6.29 mil- 
lion and 6.57 million South Africans 


were infected with the virus that 
causes AIDS, compared to 5.6 mil- 
lion in 2003. 

President Thabo Mbeki’s gov- 
ernment has 
been criticized 
for its sluggish 
response to HIV/ 
AIDS, with activ- 
ists accusing it of 
seeking to play 
down the crisis. 
Until last year, 
the government refused to provide 
anti-retroviral drugs through the 
public health system, citing cost 
and safety concerns, (ap) 


France Eyes New 
Immigration Policy 

MARSEILLE, FRANCE I Interior 
Minister Nicolas Sarkozy ann- 
ounced a tough, new policy on 
Monday to let France “choose” the 
foreigners it wants in the country 
and to fight illegal immigration. 

Criteria like age, education, 
language ability and professional 
experience will weigh in the bal- 
ance in according visas, to be lim- 
ited to three to four years’ duration, 
he told local officials while on a visit 
to Marseille, (ap)

DreamWorks Loss Looms 


Despite hits such as 
‘Shrek,’ company faces 
lower profits, probe 

N E W YO R K I DreamWorks Animation 
SKG Inc. on Monday warned of a 
loss in the second quarter, cut its 
full-year outlook and said federal 
regulators are investigating trad- 
ing of its stock and its first- quar- 
ter results, sending shares tumbling 
to a new low. 

Additionally, DreamWorks, the 
creator of animated hits “Shrek” 
and “Shark Tale,” said its principal 
shareholders postponed a planned 
$500 million offering of common 
stock, but did not indicate when 
they would reconsider the sale. 



Weak DVD sales of ‘Shrek2’ havecon- 
tributed to the company’s profit slump. 


The company blamed the fore- 
cast on waning demand for home 
videos, citing a review of current 
sales and inventory levels that has 
prompted it to increase reserves set 
aside for returned products. 


DreamWorks is now expecting a 
loss of 7 cents to 9 cents per share in 
the second quarter, dashing earlier 
hopes to break even. Annual profit 
estimates were lowered to 80 cents 
to 90 cents per share from a past 
range of $1 to $1.25 per share. 

The lowered outlook is yet anoth- 
er blow for DreamWorks’ stock since 
early May, when the company post- 
ed a first- quarter profit well below 
Wall Street targets because of lack- 
luster demand for the DVD of block- 
buster hit “Shrek 2.” 

DreamWorks also said the Sec- 
urities and Exchange Commission 
launched an informal probe into 
trading of its stock and the release 
of first- quarter results on May 10.

Ebbers to Forfeit All Assets in Deal 


N E W YO RK I A judge gave her bless- 
ing Monday to a civil suit settlement 
under which former WorldCom chief 
Bernard Ebbers will forfeit nearly 
all his cash and personal assets — 
as much as $45 million. 

U.S. District Judge Denise Cote 
gave preliminary approval to the 
deal two days before Ebbers, 63, 
faces sentencing, and almost certain 
lengthy prison time, on his criminal 


conviction in the record WorldCom 
fraud. 

The civil set- 
tlement will 
leave a modest 
home for Ebbers’ 
wife and roughly 
$50,000 for her 
to live on. 

“Basically we 
left them with their furniture and 


the silverware,” said Sean Coffey, 
a lawyer for New York state 
Comptroller Alan Hevesi, the lead 
plaintiff in the suit. 

Major investment banks that 
underwrote WorldCom securities, 
auditing firm Arthur Andersen and 
12 former WorldCom board mem- 
bers have all also reached settle- 
ments and agreed to pay a total of 
more than $6 billion, (ap)

Ehrlich Unveils Route for Connector 


State’s preferred path 
has been seouted 
for road sinee 1960s 

ROCKVILLE, MD. iGov.RobertEhrlich 
said Monday the state has picked a 
route for the Intercounty Connector, 
a significant step toward construc- 
tion of the 18 -mile east to west high- 
way in northern Montgomery and 
Prince George’s counties. After a 
lengthy study, the state picked a 
route that largely follows a course 


that has been on regional planning 
maps since the 1960s. The highway 
was long debated but never built, 
partially because of environmen- 
tal concerns. 

Ehrlich said the selected route 
was designed to mitigate potential 
harm to the environment. 

A group of about 25 protesters 
disrupted his speech, saying the 
highway would harm the environ- 
ment and encourage sprawl in sur- 
rounding areas.

WHAT IT IS: Like to hike but don’t 
know whereto go? The Capital Hiking 
Club will pickthetrail, get you there 
and guide you through. Some of the 
hikes are closetothe city — like the 
Billy Goat Trail in Great Falls, which 
the group conquered July2 — but 
many are farther afield in places like 
Shenandoah National Park. The club 
organizes bus pick-ups at several 
locations, including Metro stops;for 


$23 (or $20 if you pay the annual $10 
membership fee), you can get a lift 
both to the hike and back. And on the 
return trip, beer ($1.50) is served right 
there on the bus. 

WHAT TO BRING: Water! Particularly 
in the summer, you’ll need to stay 
hydrated. And food. Most of the hikes 
are all-day affairs (from about 8 a.m., 
to 6 p.m.), so pack a lunch and snacks. 
GARB: Hiking boots aren’t necessary 


for every excursion, butthey certainly 
can’t hurt. Be sensible aboutwhatto 
wear — designer jeans may look good 
in the mirror, but not when you’re 
dripping sweat and trying to heave 
yourself over rocks. 

WORKOUT: Leisurely strolling isn’t 
usually a way to sweat, but when you 
do it for a few hours in the wilder- 
ness, you’re sure to feel the burn. 

(Ch, and don’tforget sunscreen.) 

To keep it inclusive, the club usually 
offers both a long and short option. 
The latter still means morethan four 
miles, which can betougherthan it 
sounds. (Longer hikes average 10 
miles.) Some members swear by the 
weekly ritual as a way of keeping off 
the pounds. 

CROWD: Something aboutthatfresh 
air must make the all-ages group 
exceptionally friendly. You’re sureto 
be talking whileyou’re walking. There 
are about 30 regulars, so on any given 
hike at least 10 will show up, and they 
always welcomethe newbies who 
drop in. Also expect enthusiastic 
leaders like MarkTune, who likesto 
say, “Leading a hike is like throwing a 
party.’’ Get some beer in these people 
and you can’t not have a good time. 
BONUS: If giving up a whole Saturday 
won’t jibe with your busy schedule, 
think about spending a night on one 
of the moonlight hikes along the C&O 
Canal Towpath. The group gathers 
forthefour-mile stroll the Friday clos- 
esttothefull moon, so the nextone is 
July 22.

And although Nationals fans can 
plan to make themselves sandwiches 
whenever the NL team takes its turn 
at the plate, they’re hoping Livan 
Hernandez and Chad Cordero will 
have a chance to teach the American 
League a lesson in batting futility. 

All season long, the pair have 
made their presence felt. However, 
what’s most impressive about 
Hernandez and Cordero’s All- 
Star seasons isn’t their individual 
accomplishments, but what the two 
have meant for one of the most sur- 
prising teams in baseball. 

Hernandez was one of the few 


immediately recognizable talents 
on the Nationals as they made the 
move from Montreal at the begin- 
ning of this season.

rotation short on proven players. 

But did anyone really expect this? 
At the halfway mark, his 12 wins 
have already surpassed his win total 
from last year — also an All-Star 
year —and are second in the majors.

That’s not bragging — just ask 
three -time All-Star Jose Vidro.

Great question, Laura! 

Eiigibiiity for federai financiai aid is based quite a 
bit on the family’s estimated family contribution. 
Without getting into the entirety of the complicated 
formula - the government determines how much a 
family can contribute that year to the dependent’s 
higher education (a number which the family 
doesn’t always necessarily agree with!), the school 
determines the cost of attendance, and any 
difference between the two likely determines the 
family’s financial aid eligibility. What’s nice about 
that formula is that it doesn’t change or increase 
based on the number of siblings in school at the 
same time, which means having multiple siblings - 
such as twins - attending simultaneously will likely 
result in increased aid eligibility for the family as a 
whole. This, of course, assumes that the estimated 
family contribution isn’t well above the sum of the 
two costs of attendance figures calculated by the 
schools. 

Hope that helps or at least gives you an idea of 
what to expect. 


Consoiidated But Stiil in School 

Dear Betsy: 

I took everyone’s advice and consolidated my 
student loans last month. The problem is that I still 
have a year and a half of school left and I just got a 
notice in the mail that my consolidation is complete 
and my first payment is due this coming August! 
I’m working while in school but that only covers 
food and books. Isn’t there anything I can do?

Dear Bernard: 

As long as you are in school at least “half-time” as 
defined by the school, you will likely be eligible to 
put these loan payments “on hold” by requesting 
an in-school deferment. You should be able to just 
contact your consolidation lender and let them 


know over the phone but if not, ask for or download 
a school deferment form, bring it to your school’s 
registrar to be completed, then fax it in to your 
lender for processing. Note that you will continue 
to owe payments until the lender receives and 
processes the paperwork, so make sure you get it 
in before your credit is negatively affected. 


Can’t Make Payments Yet 

Dear Betsy: 

I just graduated and consolidated my student loans 
last month. I know that by consolidating before my 
six-month grace period was over, I essentially 
forfeited that period and am due to begin payment 
next month. The problem is that I don’t have a full- 
time job as of yet and still need to find an 
apartment, etc... Anyway, can I get another grace 
period? 

Help!

Dear Lauren: 

Unfortunately, you won’t be able to get your grace 
period back but all is not lost! If you are actively 
seeking full-time employment and are currently 
working less than 30 hours per week, you should 
apply for an unemployment deferment. If you don’t 
fit the criteria, there are a few lower payment 
options that will temporarily reduce your monthly 
payment to something you can likely afford. To 
determine eligibility for either of these options, go 
to your lender’s website or contact them by phone 
to have the deferment or repayment option 
applications sent to you as soon as possible. You 
will continue to owe payments until your completed 
paperwork has been received and processed, so 
you should try to get this settled within the next 
few weeks.

Underestimated TV 
science fiction grows 
up and gets smart 

RE-EXAMINATION I Sci-fi TV don’t 
get no respect. 

Case in point: A vice president in 
the TV industry recently asked me 
what shows I watch for enjoyment. I 
mentioned my favorite is “Battlestar 
Galactica” on Sci Fi Channel. She 


laughed. Did she know, I asked, that 
it’s a gritty adult drama of family 
and colleagues in deep-rooted con- 
flict? That it explores the values of 
competing societies that demonize 
each other’s spiritual beliefs? She 
laughed again. 

And she’s not the only one. 
Mary McDonnell laughed, too, 
when the two-time Oscar nomi- 
nee was offered a lead role in Sci 
Fi’s series smash. “I couldn’t equate 


myself with that particular genre,” 
said McDonnell, an actor you might 
expect to see on “The West Wing,” 
not the space-based drama that 
begins its second season Friday. 

But she took the role of a govern- 
ment bureaucrat suddenly elevated 
to the presidency after an apoca- 
lyptic attack wipes out nearly her 
entire civilization. As the survi- 
vors continue to be hunted by an 
attacking race of human-looking 


robots, McDonnell’s character 
comes to believe her rise was fore- 
told by religious prophets. 

“I voted for it as outstanding 
drama on my Emmy ballot,” said 
Bryce Zabel, who served as chair- 
man of the Academy of Television 
Arts & Sciences from 2001 to 2003, 
after writing and producing every- 
thing from “L.A. Law” to “Dallas” to 
his own fantasy-tinged creations, 
“Dark Skies” and “M.A.N.T.I.S.” 

Zabel knows from both sides the 
battle sci-fi wages to be taken seri- 
ously by those adult viewers who 
can’t get past the spaceships and 
alien species to savor the complex 
human stories those fantasy devic- 
es allow to be told. He said, “They 
don’t know how well- constructed 
and dramatic and emotional” Sci 
Fi’s new “Galactica” remake is under 
the guidance of executive producer 
Ronald D. Moore. 

Critics on the jury for the 
American Film Institute’s 2001 
Television Awards campaigned hard 
to persuade the panel’s academics 
and Hollywood producers to nomi- 
nate “Buffy the Vampire Slayer,” one 
of that year’s top shows. And some 
might attribute Sci Fi’s rare 2003 
Emmy win for best miniseries to 
the executive producer’s name in the 
title of “Steven Spielberg Presents 
‘Taken’.” 

And now, sci-fi production 
seems poised to reach a larger criti- 
cal mass and build more industry 
impact. After last season’s success 
of ABC’s “Lost,” network television 
is jumping back into the game with 
five new fantasy hours this fall.

Son Volt: Eclectic, Not Electric 


Jay Farrar abandons 
alt-country for some 
plain-spoken folk 

MUSIC I Give Jay Farrar credit for 
not trying to pull a Wilco. Tempting 
as it might be given that his former 
Uncle Tupelo partner Jeff Tweedy’s 
group has gotten the lion’s share of 
attention and acclaim by taking a 
more experimental and less “alt- 
country” approach than Farrar has 
with his more plain-spoken Son Volt 


and solo projects. 

Reactivating the Son Volt brand 
with “Okemah and the Melody of 
Riot” (Transmit Sounds/Legacy 
Recordings) after two solo albums, 
Farrar sounds at ease, even with a 
new supporting cast. 

Often evoking Neil Young’s 
Crazy Horse edge, the opening 
pair of “Bandages & Scars” and 
“Afterglow 6l” throws some sparks, 
and the political overtones are set 
off effectively by Farrar’s dour drawl. 
But after a few songs, the formula

wears thin — it’s just too straight- 
forward and familiar. 

It’s when Farrar goes off the 
track that things are most inter- 
esting. Snaky melody and acoustic 
slide guitar lines give “Medication” 
a seductive, raga-folk tone. And 
the closing ballad, “World Waits 
for You,” with its tinny piano and 
understated slide, is a heartbreak- 
ing elegy. 

More along those lines would 
have been welcome. sieve

‘Guns, Germs and 
Steel’ explores have 
and have-not cultures 

THE WHEEL TURNS I Jared Diamond 
puts a new spin on the old idea that 
“Life isn’t fair.” 

In the three-part National 
Geographic documentary series 
“Guns, Germs and Steel,” Diamond 
enlarges on his Pulitzer Prize- 
winning book of the same title to 
explore these questions: Why were 
Europeans able to take over other 
cultures and disseminate so much 
influence in the past 13,000 years? 
Why do societies advance at differ- 
ent paces? 

Organized into three chapters, 
the series premieres with “The 


Crucible of Civilization,” tonight at 
9 p.m. on WETA. This hour exam- 
ines how a society’s potential 
for development may have been 


determined by simple geography. 
The people of the Fertile Crescent, 
for example, benefited from access 
to animals that could be domesti- 


cated and plants that could form 
the basis of agriculture. Next week, 
“The Clash of Civilizations” recalls 
how the Inca culture of the early 
1500s proved no match for Spanish 
conquistadors’ arsenal of advanced 
weaponry and killer germs. 

And on “The Haves and Have- 
nots,” Diamond traces the migra- 
tion of Dutch settlers into southern 
and central Africa, and contrasts 
their fate with that of the better- 
acclimated Africans. 

The key to overcoming the 
unfairness of life is the ability to 
understand one’s environment, says 
the scientist, professor, author and 
series host. “Geography is not des- 
tiny, but you have to understand 
geography if you want to change 
your destiny.” frazier moore (ap)

Nation-building 


Would-be founding 
fathers find creating 
a country isn’t easy 

Gregory Green is between coun- 
tries these days. In 1994 he found- 
ed The New Free State of Caroline, a 
small nation-state based on a speck 
of coral in the middle of the Pacific 
Ocean. But he lost it five years later 
in a custody battle with Kiribati, a 
country that only came into exis- 
tence itself in 1979. 

So now Green, a conceptual art- 
ist by trade, is preparing to start 
again by claiming a pair of small 
islands in the Indian Ocean— 
though he’s cagey about exactly 
where they are. 

Unclaimed territory is hard to 
find these days. Virtually every 
square inch of the planet’s terres- 
trial surface has been carved up 
by the world’s 199 officially recog- 
nized nations, leaving nothing for 
those who want to start their own 
countries except a few barren rocks 
sticking out of the Arctic Ocean 
and maybe a handful of extremely 
remote coral atolls. 

That hasn’t stopped some from 
trying. Some of them, like Green, 


scour maps for as -yet unclaimed 
territory and try to make it their 
own through legitimate internation- 
al channels. Others half- seriously 
stake out virtual realms in cyber- 
space or boldly go after other plan- 
ets. A few even try to carve their 
territory out of existing nations by 
exploiting technicalities or ambi- 
guities in international law. 

Some of these aspiring nation- 
builders attended a summit in New 
York in June where they shared in 
the joys and heartbreaks of creating 
a country from scratch. They had

about 2,000 citizens. He designed a 
flag, established embassies (usually 
art galleries) in major world cities and 
set up pirate radio stations to give 
his citizens access to the airwaves. 

Then in 1999, Green learned 
of archaeological finds showing 
that prehistoric people once lived 
on Caroline. That gave Kiribati, a

been invited for the joint sympo- 
sium and citizen registration drive 
by the New School University’s Vera 
List Center for Art and Politics. 

Are these guys serious? Hard 
to tell. But when you think about 
it, beneath all their trappings the 
world’s “real” countries are essen- 
tially just shared notions about how 
to divide the world’s territory and 
people. So in a sense, all you have 
to do to establish your own realm 
is stake a claim and then convince 
the world of its legitimacy. 

Green founded the New Free 


State of Caroline as an artistic 
statement. He wanted to create a 
country for all of the people who 
feel oppressed by their own lands. 
And he wanted it to be as real as 
possible, not just a nice idea. 

After some research, he conclud- 
ed that a piece of land would have to 
meet three requirements to be suit- 
able for the establishment of a new 
nation-state. First, it would have to 
be uninhabited. Second, there could 
be no evidence that the ancestors 
of any existing indigenous group 
had ever permanently occupied it. 


Third, it had to be either unclaimed 
by any existing nation or subject to 
a territorial dispute involving two 
or more states. 

The island of Caroline appeared 
to meet all three criteria when Green 
founded his country in 1994. It was 
uninhabited, appeared to have been 
so for quite some time and had been 
claimed over the years by five dif- 
ferent countries. 

So Green wrote letters notify- 
ing the United Nations and vari- 
ous other international bodies of his 
intentions on Caroline. He recruited 


nation of 33 coral reefs inhabit- 
ed by the descendants of ancient 
Pacific Islanders, firm possession 
of the island. 

Though he’d never even set foot 
on Caroline, Green was crushed. “It 
was basically Gilligan’s Island,” he 
lamented, mourning the loss of a 
carefree utopia that could have 
been. 

“The whole idea of creating your 
own county, your own nation, has 
as bit of an edge of megalomania 
about it,” Green acknowledged.

Author theorizes 
staying inside is bad 
for body and soul 

Lauren Showstead sends her boys 
outside nearly every day to play. In 
the summer, 5 -year- old Justin and 
3 -year- old Brian collect bugs, pick 
up worms and explore nearby ponds 
and marshy areas. In the fall, they 
help rake the leaves, and in the win- 
ter, they’re making snowmen and 
shooting down the luge track their 
dad made for them. 

“Just the fresh air alone is so 
important for them. And it’s great 
for their imagination. It’s where 
they learn to be brothers and work 
together,” Showstead said. 

“There are times when they 
watch TV or use the PlayStation 
2, but we just don’t let it get out of 
hand,” she said. “We’re lucky, too, 
because our boys want to be out- 
side. Not a lot of kids want to be 
outside anymore.” 

Doctors and teachers have been 
saying for years that children spend 


too much time indoors mesmer- 
ized by gadgets, or that parents 
are holding their children hostage 
inside for fear of kidnappers and 
other dangers. 

Richard Louv argues in his 
new book that children are suffer- 
ing from attention problems and 
higher rates of mental and physical 
illness because they aren’t exposed 


to direct nature. In “Last Child in 
the Woods” (Algonquin Books), he 
calls the idea “nature -deficit disor- 
der.” (He’s quick to note, however, 
that he’s not a medical doctor mak- 
ing an official diagnosis.) 

“One boy I met said he wanted 
to play inside because that’s where 
all the electrical outlets are,” Louv 
says. 


Louv, a journalist, has written 
several books on nature and parent- 
ing. He gathered anecdotal infor- 
mation to help back up his theory 
that nature helps children become 
more observant, calm and creative, 
though there aren’t hard figures to 
back it up. 

“There’s a real sense of wonder 
that is lost when kids aren’t exposed 


to nature,” said Louv during a recent 
telephone interview from his home 
in San Diego. “Nature doesn’t have 
to be Yosemite. It can be the empty 
lot nearby or the backyard. Any 
place where they can learn about 
their surroundings.” 

Louv reports in his book that 
some suburbs make it illegal to have 
basketball hoops outside or to do 
chalk drawings on the sidewalk in 
the name of aesthetics. Other com- 
munities prohibit kids from playing 
in nearby ponds or fields. 

Plus, parents feel their kids aren’t 
safe outside, with Amber Alerts reg- 
ularly making the national news and 
reports of scouts going missing in 
the woods. 

“I’m not suggesting we revert 
to the ’50s when we let kids out to 
roam freely,” he said. “We have to 
go outside with our kids and sup- 
port programs that get our kids 
out there.” 

Louv, who grew up near Kansas 
City, Mo., had a home that backed 
up to fields and woods. “I spent lots 
of hours with my collie in those 
woods. I had a sense of ownership 
over them,” he recalled. 

But he knew nothing about the 
Amazon rain forest. Today, he says, 
children know all about the rain for- 
ests but little or nothing about the 
ecosystem outside their door. 

“Their relationship with nature 
is scholastic. Mine was in my heart, 
that’s a big difference,” he said.

New Panda Cub 


DR. SUZAN MURRAY, chief veterinarian at the National Zoo, was online yesterday to

I read that the cub is doing well. Is 
this a good sign that the cub will 
survive? Why are the first couple 
days so dangerous? 

Both Mei Xiang and the cub are 
doing well. While we are not yet out 
of the woods, we are very happy that 
things have gone well so far. The 
first few days/weeks are consid- 
ered dangerous because the cub is 
born so small (about 3-5 ounces), 
without fur, and it depends upon 
Mei Xiang’s ability to care for it. 
Since this is Mei Xiang’s first 
pregnancy, we were unsure how 
she would receive the cub, and we 
are thrilled to see that she is such 
a good mother. 

How long is panda gestation? I 
thought we just heard recently 
about a possible pregnancy. What is 
the father’s role in parenting? 

Gestation is reported to range 
from 90 to 135 days. This is due 
to “delayed implantation,” where 
the embryo can float around the 
uterus for weeks prior to implant- 
ing. Additionally, giant pandas can 
undergo a pseudopregnancy. We had 
been following her hormonal pat- 
tern and we were aware that this 
time period was coming to an end, 
but until a cub was born we were 
not certain that she was pregnant. 

Male giant pandas are typical- 
ly not involved in parenting. He 


is relaxing in his air-conditioned 
grotto unaware that he is a father. 

What are the expected milestones 
for the baby in the next few months? 

One of the important is the 
first physical examination of the 
cub. This will take place once Mei 
Xiang is comfortable leaving the cub 
alone — most likely within the next 
several weeks. 

Do you know when the National Zoo 
has to send the cub to China? 

Our current agreement is for the 
cub to return to its homeland at two 
years of age. At about 18 months 
mother and baby start to naturally 
spend more time apart. 

Can Tian Tian [the father] hear the 
cub’s squeals? Has he shown any 
interest in what’s going on? 

I do not know if Tian Tian can 
hear the cub’s squeals. Having said 
that, these squeals are very loud, 
strong and vigorous — it is hard to 
imagine that such a small body can 
make such loud noises!
